The Housing Committee met February 17. Staff from the Metropolitan Mayors Caucus and
Fregonese Associates gave an update on the work that is underway on the latest state of the

planning projects that had been received in response to CMAP’s call for projects, encouraging
committee discussion of relevant proposals. Staff also provided a brief update of ongoing state
legislative activity.

The committee is also
recommending that the MPO Policy Committee approve the FTA Subarea Allocation between
Indiana-Illinois and Wisconsin-Illinois and naming the RTA service boards as Designated
Recipients of Section 5307 and Section 5340 Capital and Planning Funds, pending RTA Board
approval of the same. The committee discussed the Local Technical Assistance program and
CMAP’s state agenda.
